H a r r isb u r g , May 13.—Major Isaac 
Brown, deputy secretary of internal af­ 
fairs, at the unveiling of the esqnestrian 
statue to Major General John F. Hart­ 
ranft, paid ail eloquent tribute to the 
hero of Fort Stedman. 
He paid high tribute to General Hart­ 
ranft as a soldier and statesman. Major 
Brown served nuder Hartranft. Refer­ 
ring to the crowning military event of 
General Hartranft’s career, his capture 
of Fort Stedman, he said: 
“ In the fortunes of war it fell to 
Hartranft to meet, check and repulse 
the last grand offensive movement of 
Lee’s army in Northern Virginia. The 
Confederate General Gordon, under the 
cover of darkness, on that early March 
morning in 1865, moved on Fort Sted­ 
man and adjacent fortifications, killing, 
wounding,' capturing or driving pre­ 
cipitately the troops that occupied them, 
Orders were heralded from headquar­ 
ters for Hartranft to immediately recap­ 
ture Fort Stedman.

M ajor Brow n ( i v e H artranft H igh P raise 
at the M onument U nveiling—Over 
3,000 In the Parade. 


H a r r is b u r g , May 13.—Major Isaac 
Brown, deputy secretary of internal af­ 
fairs, at the unveiling of the esquestriau 
statue to Major General John F. Hart­ 
ranft, paid an eloquent tribute to the 
hero of Fort Stedman. 
He paid high tribute to General Hart­ 
ranft as a soldier and statesman. Major 
Brown served under Hartranft.

He was landed by corps and 
army commanders, by congress and by 
the president, and was immediately 
brevetted a major general of volun­ 
teers.”

Interest in the matter o riginated 
fro m the rep o rt o f a co mmissio n o rgan­ 
ized in the grand d u chy o f 
Bad en 
u nd er the d irectio n o f La Po u ge, to 
o btain a scientific d escrip tio n o f the 
p o p u latio n. 
The scientists found there was a dif­ 
ference between jthe shape of the heads 
of the urban and the rural pcpnlation. 
The large majority of the latter were 
short or bread headed, the former long 
or 
narrow 
headed. 
As the latter, 
which is the north European ty pe, is 
the more energetic, nerv ous and mi­ 
gratory , the theory was adv anced that 
the difference in head shape might ac­ 
count for the mov ements of men and 
nations. 
The Baden commission ex amined 20, 
000 persons. It found that the mass of 
the upper class and most of those who 
mov ed from the country into the city 
were of the long headed ty pe and that 
this ty pe of men dwell chiefly in the 
north of Europe, which has taken more 
than its share in the migratory mov e­ 
ment to the United States. In the south 
of Germany and France the broad head­ 
ed ty pe predominated. 
Dr. Sargent of Harv ard has made ex ­ 
amination in the gy mnasium there, and 
Dr. Ripley has carried on similar in­ 
v estigations at the Massachusetts Insti­ 
tute of Technology and at Columbia. 
Dr. Closson first ex amined the German, 
French and Swiss inhabitants of Los 
Angeles and found that the large ma­ 
jority of them were long beaded. It is 
said that ev ery test has strengthened 
the theory of the scientists.—Special 
Philadelphia Press.

HEADS AND RACE TRAITS. 


S c ie n t is t s A re P a rsn in K a n I n te r e s t­ 
ing; L in e o f S tu d y. 
Dr. C. C. Closson of Harvard, a grad­ 
uate in sociology, is at Stanford uni­ 
versity, in San Francisco, Cal., meas­ 
uring the heads of the students in the 
gymnasium in an effort to determine 
what influence the shape of the human 
head has on race movements and devel­ 
opments. 
He takes the length aud 
breath of the skull and asks questions 
about the occupation, character, health 
and movements of the student’s ances­ 
tors. 
Dr. Closson is one of a new school of 
scientists in anthropology who have 
taken up this unique line of investiga­ 
tion. Interest in the matter originated 
from the report of a commission organ­ 
ized in the grand duchy of Baden 
under the direction of La Pouge, to 
obtain a scientific description of the 
population. 
The scientists found there was a dif 
ference between the shape of the heads 
of the urban and the rural population. 
The large majority of the latter were 
short or bread headed, the former long 
or 
narrow 
headed. 
As the latter, 
which is the north European type, is 
the more energetic, nervous and mi­ 
gratory, the theory was advanced that 
the difference in head shape might ac­ 
count for the movements of men and 
nations. 
The Baden commission examined 20, 
OOO persons. 
It found that the mass of 
the upper class and most of those who 
moved from the country into the city 
were of the long headed type and that 
this type of men dwell chiefly in the 
north of Europe, which has taken more 
than its share in the migratory move­ 
ment to the United States. In the south 
of Germany and France the broad head­ 
ed type predominated. 
Dr. Sargent of Harvard has made ex­ 
amination in the gymnasium there, and 
Dr. Ripley has carried on similar in­ 
vestigations at the Massachusetts Insti­ 
tute of Technology and at Columbia. 
Dr. Closson first examined the German, 
Fiench and Swiss inhabitants of Los 
Angeles and found that the large ma­ 
jority of them were long headed. 
It is 
said that every test has strengthened 
the theory of the scientists.—Special 
Philadelphia Press.

He takes the length aud 
breath of the skull and asks Questions 
about the occupation, character, health 
and movements of the student’s ances­ 
tors. 
Dr. Closson is one of a new school of 
scientists in anthropology who have 
taken up this unique line of investiga­ 
tion. 
Interest in the matter originated 
from the report of a commission organ­ 
ized in the grand duchy of 
Baden 
under the direction of La Pouge, to 
obtain a scientific description of the 
population. 
The scientists found there was a dif­ 
ference between J he shape of the heads 
of the urban and the rural population 
The large majority of the latter were 
short or bread headed, the former long 
or 
narrow 
headed. 
As the latter 
which is the north European type, is 
the more energetic, nervous and mi 
gratory, the theory was advanced that 
the difference in head shape might ac 
count for the movements of men and 
nations. 
The Baden commission examined 20 
OOO persons. 
It found that the mass of!

THREE STORY SCHOOLS. 
Public opinion is opposed to the erec* 
tion or nse of three story school bnild* 
ing s.

C arnival. 
A description of the fonntain to be 
built at the Elks’ carnival is as follows : 
The fountain proper consists of seven 
circles. 
The inner ring, two feet in 
diameter with jet in center, is encircled 
by a ring five feet in diameter, and 
these in turn by an outside circle of ten 
feet. 
Equal distant between the five 
and IO foot circles there are four two 
feet circles, each of which have a center 
jet. 
On these circles there are 350 tubes, 
controlled by 12 separate valves, ena­ 
bling the operators to obtain m any com­ 
binations of w ater effects. 
The fonn­ 
tain is surrounded by an ornam ental 
skeleton tow er the floor of w hich is 30 
feet from 
the fountain base. 
Upon 
the top of this platform are five 4,000 
candle power lights, hidden from view 
by atificial foliage, projecting num er 
ons colors on the w ater beneath. 
From the top of the platform there is 
also suspended a pipe perforated with 
many small holes, from which is hung a 
screen, upon which pictures are thrown, 
such as famous 
paintings, 
patriotic 
scenes and Elks’ emblems. 
The water 
flowing from the pipe over the screen 
gives the effect of a minatnre Niagara 
Falls. The screen and pipe are concealed 
at the top until ready for use. 
The system of lighting a fountain 
from above gives better effect than from 
any device of lighting from below, and 
besides giving the very best results, it is 
an ornament and attraction.

fires, a nd in every ca se where a n a la riii 
wa s sounded a ll the firemen on duty in 
the engine houses were distufbed by 
the cla nging of the gong. 
It wa s for­ 
merly the rule tha t when a n a la rm wa s 
■onnded the horses were hooked up to 
the engines a nd trucks a nd the firemen 
rented out, so tha t every engine in the 
city wa s rea dy to respond to the a la rm. 
A t the conclusion of the striking of the 
a la rm those engines which were not re­ 
quired were unhooked a nd the firemen 
returned to their beds. Mr.. W ight sa w 
the uselessness of ha ving a ll the fire­ 
men in the city turned out of their beds 
when only a sma ll number of them 
were required to a ttend a fire, so he 
introduced the sy stem of the noiseless 
a la rm. 
At ea ch engine bouse a wa tch­ 
ma n is on duty a ll da y a nd a ll night a t 
a desk where the fire a la rms a re a n­ 
nounced on a n indica tor. 
If he sees a n 
a la rm to which his compa ny must re­ 
spond. he tnrns a switch a nd the next 
ca ll comes on a la rge gong. W hile there 
is thus a dela y of a few moments, so fa r 
it ha s ca nsed no da ma ge, a nd the fire­ 
men ha ve secured undisturbed repose. 
Noting the success of the bicy cle po 
lice. Commissioner W ight decided to 
mount some firemen on bicy cles. A fire­ 
ma n wa s selected a t ea ch engine house 
a nd mounted on a bicy cle. 
Whenever 
his compa ny is ca lled out, he preced^ 
it to the fire. 
A ma n mounted on a bi­ 
cy cle ca n ma ke mnch better time over 
the a spha lted streets tha n a pa ir o: 
horses dra wing a hea vy engine loa ded 
w ith two or three men. In ma ny ca ses 
■nch a s tha t of the Windsor hotel fire in 
New York, when la mps a re overturned 
or dra peries ca tch fire, the presence o 
a n experienced ma n with the necessa ry 
a pplia nces wonld prevent disa strous 
files by extinguishing the fla mes a t a n 
ea rly sta ge. 
It is estima ted tha t the 
fliemen on bicy cles should be a ble to 
rea ch a fire on a n a vera ge three minutes 
before their compa ny . 
In ca ses where 
four or five compa nies respond to a n 
a la rm this sy stem will bring tha t nnm 
her of men to the scene before the com 
pa nies ca n rea ch it, a nd by a little 
<>quick work they ma y often be a ble to 
a ccomplish a grea t dea l before the en 
gines a rrive a nd get to work. Ea ch b 
cy cle firema n will ca rry a sma ll ta nk 
of chemica l fire extinguisher on his 
ba ck, a nd he ma y a lso ca rry a light 
pick. 
The la test innova tion went into serv­ 
ice the other da v. 
It is the nse of a 
mega phone, whicn will be wielded by 
Aa siista nt Fire Chief Belt. 
Mr. W ight 
noticed tha t on ma ny occa sions where 
ta ll buildings were bnrning or where 
the confusion wa s grea t it wa s a lmost 
impossible for the firemen to under­ 
sta nd the orders of the chiefs, a nd ea ch 
wa s therefore compelled to a ct a lmost 
entirely on his own responsibility . 
On 
one occa sion, owing to this very ca use, 
severa l firemen were killed by the fa ll­ 
ing of a floor when the chief wa s a t­ 
tempting to wa rn them of their da nger 
a nd fa iled beca use they did not hea r 
him. 
The mega phone is 16 inches in 
length, a nd with it there should be no 
difficulty in ma king orders bea rd. It is 
expected tha t ea ch of the foremen will 
be equipped with a mega phone a nd 
proba bly ea ch of the bicy cle firemen. 
Since Commissioner Wight ina ugu­ 
ra ted this series of reforms he ha s re­ 
ceived a grea t ma ny more or less sensi­ 
ble suggestions. 
It is snggested tha t 
ea ch of the bicy cle firemen, in a ddition 
to his tire extinguisher a nd pick, sha ll 
ca rry a minia ture sca ling la dder.

this mea ns four or five bicy cle firemen 
would form a sma ll fire depa rtment 
a rmed with picks, la dders a nd fire ex­ 
tinguishers a nd a nswering a ll the pur­ 
poses of engines, chemica l engines, reels 
a nd trucks.

ber of peopla 
The bicy cle firema n, a r­ 
riving on the scene ea rly , could nimbly 
climb to the top of the building, fa sten 
his steel folding cha in la dder to a pro­ 
jection, lower it within ea sy rea ch of 
the windows, a nd thus rescue women 
a nd children who otherwise might ha ve 
no mea ns of esca pe. 
In view of the da nger of the firemen 
losing their wa y in the dense smoke 
•nd thus imperiling their lives, it ha s 
been suggested by one ingénions citizen 
tha t ea ch firema n should l>e equipped 
w’itb a sma ll signa l service telephone. 
This inventor smzisests tha t on the ba cks 


of the firem en shall be m oun ted a sm all 
reel of w ire w hich can be attached to a 
receiver at the groun d , an d as the fire­ 
m an d ashes in to the build in g the w ire 
w ill grad ually un w in d . 
The firem an 
could have a receiver an d tran sm itte r 
through w hich he could com m un icate 
w ith the chief on the groun d . 
T hus if 
there w’ere an y d an g -r of a w all or floor 
fallin g the firem an con Id be n otified by 
the chief, an d he con ld also report to 
the chief his d i^covfei’ies as to the loca­ 
tion of the fire an d its progre.is w ithout 
leavin g the hn ild in g f<;r th a t puprose. 
If ho foun d him self in d an ger of hein » 
overcom e by smoke or should be in ­ 
ju red he con ld com m un icate w ith his 
chief an d d e.scrihe his position so th a t 
his rescue con id he eifeclsd m ore easily. 
W hen the firem an left the hn ild in g, 
the w ire con ld he w oun d again on the 
coil by mean .s of a pow erful sprin g. 
A great d iificn lty has alw ays been 
the securin g of a light for u.se in rooms 
filled w ith smoke. 
It has been suggest­ 
ed th a t each firem an should carry in 
the pocket of his rubber coat a sm all 
storage h.attery an d a lan tern con tain in g 
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11) caiiule in can d escen t Vmlh, w hich, 
it is believed , would he m uch m ore effi­ 
cien t th an the ord in ary firem an ’s lan ­ 
te rn .— N ew York JSn u.

proof to convince a ll unbelievers tha t 
the na tives a nd “ Chenos" were going 
a long the former ba ttle lines a nd col­ 
lecting 
the 
discha rged 
Springfield 
shells, which they were delivering to 
the insurgent lea ders, a nd a t a very 
profita ble price, to ha ve them sent to 
Ma lolos, where they were reloa ded a nd 
used a ga inst our forces. 
The Reming­ 
ton shell, from being bra ssed a nd ly ing 
in a solution, fa ils to withsta nd the 
a ction of being refilled; hence the 
Springfield shell is much in dema nd. 
Aga in, the sca rcity of a mmunition on 
their side, with no mea ns of supply , 
ca uses them to become fra ntic a nd bid 
a high price for a ny kind of a n empty 
shell tha t they ca n use. 
Ca pta in Otis 
returned to 
his hea dqua rters a bout 
11:80 the other morning a fter ma king 
a thorough sea rch of tha t district, but 
with enough of the empty shells which 
he found in na tive huts pa cked in boxes 
to show tha t they were being collected 
a nd sold to the insurgents. 
From relia ble na tive sources it ha s 
been lea rned tha t the powder fa ctory a t 
Ma lolos ha s been running night a nd 
da y , bnt tha t the a rticle they turn ont 
is of a very inferior qua lity a nd ha s 
not the force of our genuine bla ck pow­ 
der. 
Tha t the Ma user a mmunition is 
a lmost a sca rcity a nd will soon be a 
curio a mong the insurgent forces is be­ 
y ond a doubt, but the a ctivity demon­ 
stra ted by the na tives a nd their friends 
in collecting empty discha rged sheila 
shows tha t they still ha ve lingering 
hopes of a long ca mpa ign. —• Ma nila 
America n.

REW DEVICES FOR FIRES 


Innovations Introduced by Mr. 
W ight at W ashington.

District 
Commissioner Wight has 
charge of the police and fire depart* 
dents of Washington. They are his 
special hobbies, and since he has been 
in control he has introduced a number 
of innovations. The most spectacular 
of these is the mounting of firemen on 


b ic y cl cb. 
Commissioner 
Wight found 
that 
eeveral companies were 
frequently 
called out to attend to insignificant 
fires, and in every case where an alarm 
was sounded all the firemen on duty in 
the engine houses were disturbed by 
the clanging of the gong. It was for­ 
merly the rule that when an alarm was 
sounded the horses were hooked up to 
the engines and trucks and the firemen 
routed out, so that every engine in the 
city was ready to respond to the alarm. 
At the conclusion of the striking of the 
alarm those engines which were not re­ 
quired were unhooked and the firemen 
returned to their beds. Mr-Wight saw 
the uselessness of having all the fire­ 
men in the city turned out of their beds 
when only a small number of them 
were required to attend a fire, so be 
introduced the system of the noiseless 
alarm. At each engine house a watch­ 
man-ie on duty all day and all night at 
a desk where the fire alarms are an­ 
nounced on an indicator. If he sees an 
alarm to which his company must re­ 
spond, he turns a switch and the next 
call comes on a large gong. While there 
is thus a delay of a few moments, so far 
It has caused no damage, and the fire­ 
men have secured undisturbed repose. 
Noting the success of- the bicycle po­ 
lice, Commissioner Wight decided to 
mount some firemen on bicycles. A fire­ 
man was selected at each engine house 
and mounted on a bicycle. Whenever 
his company is called out, he precedes 
it to the fire. A man mounted on a bi­ 
cycle can make much better time over 
the asphalted streets than a pair of 
horses drawing a heavy engine loaded 
with two or three men. In many cases, 
•nob as that of the Windsor hotel fire in 
New York, when lamps are overturned 
ar draperies catch fire, the presence of 
an experienced man with the necessary 
appliances would prevent disastrous 
fixes by extinguishing the flames at an 
early stage. It is estimated that the 
firemen on bicycles should be able to 
reach a fire on an average three minutes 
before their company. In cases where 
four or five companies respond to an 
alarm this system will bring that num­ 
ber of men to the scene before the com­ 
panies can reach it, and by a little 
<quick work they may often be able to 
accomplish a great deal before the en­ 
gines arrive and get to work. Each bi­ 
cycle fireman will carry a small tank 
of chemical fire extinguisher on his 
back, and he may also carry a light 
pick. 
The latest innovation went into serv­ 
ice the other day. It is the use of a 
megaphone, which will be wielded by 
Assistant Fire Chief Belt. Mr. Wight 
noticed that on many occasions where 
tall buildings were burning or where 
the confusion was great it was almost 
impossible for the firemen to under­ 
stand the orders of the chiefs, and each 
was therefore compelled to act almost 
entirely on his own responsibility. On 
one occasion, owing to this very cause, 
several firemen were killed by the fall­ 
ing of a floor when the chief was at­ 
tempting to warn them of their danger 
and failed because they did not hear 
him. The megaphone is 15 inches in 
length, and with it there should be no 
difficulty in making orders heard. It is 
expected that each of the foremen wil’ 
be equipped with a megaphone anc 
probably each of the bicycle firemen. 
Since Commissioner Wight inaugn 
rated this series of reforms he has re 
ceived a great many more or less sensi­ 
ble suggestions. 
It is suggested that 
each of the bicycle firemen, in addition 
to his fire extinguisher and pick, shall 
carry a miniature scaling ladder. By 
this means four or five bicycle firemen 
would form a small fire department 
armed with picks, ladders and fire ex­ 
tinguishers and answering all the pur­ 
poses of engines, chemical engines, reels 
and trucks. Another suggestion is that 
each of these bicycle firemen shall carry 
a folding ladder of light but very 
strong steel links. This would be of 
service at hotel fires and others where 
the burning buildings contain a num­ 
ber of people The bicycle fireman, ar­ 
riving on the scene early, could nimbly 
climb to the top of the building, fasten 
his steel folding chain ladder to a pro 
jection, lower it within easy reach of 
the windows, and thus rescue women 
and children who otherwise might have 
no means of escape. 
In view of the danger of the firemen 
losing their way in the dense smoke 
•nd thus imperiling their lives, it has 
been suggested by one ingenious citizen 
that each fireman should be equipper 
with a small signal service telephone 
This inventor <*n orgeats that on the backs 


of the firemen shall be mounted a small 
reel of wire which can be attached to a 
receiver at the ground, and as the fire­ 
man dashes into the building the wire 
will gradually unwind. The fireman 
could have a receiver and transmitter 
through which he could communicate i 
with the chief on the ground. Thus if i 
there were any danger of a wall or floor 
falling the fireman could be notified by 
the chief, and he could also report to j 
the chief his discoveries as to the loca- ; 
tion of the fire and its progress without 
leaving the building for that puprose. 
If he found himself in dancer of bein* 
overcome by smoke or should be in­ 
jured he could communicate with his 
chief and describe his position so that 
his rescue could be effected more easily. 
When the fireman left the building, 
the wire could be wound again on the 
coil by means of a powerful spring. 
A great difficulty has always been 
the securing of a light for use in rooms 
tilled with smoke. It has been suggest­ 
ed that each fireman should carry in 
the pocket of his rubber coat a small 
storage Kittery and a lantern containing 
a 16 caudle incandescent bulb, which, 
it is believed, would be much more effi­ 
cient than the ordinary fireman’s lan­ 
tern.—New York Sun.

he does his God or birthright, have 
proved their treachery. This time it is 
found in a far different form and one 
from which they cannot crawl or make 
an honorable sneak. 
It has been known for days that the 
ammunition belts of the dead insurgents 
contained refilled Springfield shells, but 
until recently it was not verified whence 
they came. The other morning Cap­ 
tain Otis of Company A, First Wash­ 
ington, was detailed to proceed from 
Paco to Pandacan and search all native 
huts for arms and ammunition, as it 
was known that all houses from the 
back of the convent to the canal and in 
the vicinity of the Norwegian consol’s 
residence harbored from one to ten in­ 
surgents. Company A started on their 
mission, but, although very 
much 
handicapped, 
brought back enough 
proof to convince all unbelievers that 
the natives and “Chenoa” were going 
along the former battle lines and col­ 
lecting 
the 
discharged 
Springfield 
shells, which they were delivering to 
the insurgent leaders, and at a very 
profitable price, to have them sent to 
Malolos, where they were reloaded and 
used against our forces. The Reming­ 
ton shell, from being brassed and lying 
in a solution, fails to withstand the 
action of being refilled; hence the 
Springfield shell is much in demand. 
Again, the scarcity of ammunition on 
their side, with no means of supply, 
causes them to become frantic and bid 
a high price for any kind of an empty 
shell that they can use. Captain Otis 
returned to his headquarters about 
ll -.80 the other morning after making 
a thorough search of that district, but 
with enough of the empty shells which 
he found in native hots packed in boxes 
to show that they were being collected 
ud sold to the insurgents. 
From reliable native sources it has 
seen learned that the powder factory at 
Malolos has been running night and 
day, but that the article they turn out 
is of a very inferior qnality and has 
not the force of our genuine black pow­ 
der. That the Manser ammunition is 
almost a scarcity and will soon be a 
curio among the insurgent forces is be­ 
yond a doubt, but the activity demon­ 
strated by the natives and their friends 
in collecting empty discharged shells 
shows that they still have lingering 
hopes of a long campaign. — Manila 
American.

could have a receiver and transmitter 
through which he could communicate 
with the chief on the ground. 
Thus if 
there were an J’ danger of a wall or floor 
falling the fireman could be notified by 
the chief, and he could also report to 
the chief his discoveries as to the loca­ 
tion of the fire and its progress without 
leaving the building for that puprose. 
|[f he found himself in danger of being 
overcome by smoke or should be in ­ 
jured he could communicate with his 
C hief and describe his position so that 
ii* rescue could be effected more easily. 
When the fireman left the building, 
the wire could be wound again on the 
coil by means of a powerful spring. 
A great difficulty has always been 
the securing of a light for use in rooms 
filled with smoke. 
It has been suggest­ 
ed that each fireman should carry in 
the pocket of his rubber coat a small 
storage battery and a lantern containing 
a Id candle incandescent bulb, which. 
it is believed, would be much more effi­ 
cient than the ordinary fireman’s lan­ 
tern.—New York Sun.

Recent 
statements indicating 
an 
agreem ent between the English and Rus­ 
sian governments touching their future 
course with reference to the trade of 
certain sections of China lend interest 
to a publication just issued by the 
treasury bureau of statistics entitled 
“ Commercial China In 18 9 9 .” 
This 
document, as its name indicates, pre- 
fents a careful survey of present coui- 
mercial conditions in China, showing 
the situation of railway lines, naviga­ 
ble waterway s now opened to the com- 
luerce of the world, the treaty ports, 
which are the commercial doorw^ay s of 
China, and steamship and cable lines. 
The imports and experts in the last 


qua rte r of a century are shown in de­ 
tail with the growth of demand for 
each of the 
important articles, the 
principal countries from which they 
have been drawn, and the growth of 
the commerce between China and the 
United States, especially the sales by 
the people of the United States to those 
of China. 
A part of this publication which dis­ 
cusses the commerce of the Yang-tse- 
Kiang and West river valley s is of 
wpecial interest because of the recently 
published assertion th at an agreement 
has been made between the British and 
Russian governments by which Russia 
confines her commercial ambitions, for 
the present at least, in northern China. 
The valley s of the Yang-tse-Kiang 
and West river, which occupy central 
and southern China, are shown by this 
report to be the great commercial sec­ 
tion of the empire, and their impor­ 
tance has been greatly increased by re­ 
cent events. 
One of these is an agree­ 
ment by the Chinese government that 
no section of the Yang-tse valley shall 
be “ alienated” to any foreign govern­ 
ment so far as relates to trade privi­ 
leges, while another of equal impor­ 
tance is the opening of the West river 
to the commerce of all nations, free from 
any “ alienation” or special privileges 
to any . 
That the Yang-tse and West river 
valley s are by far the most important 
part cf China from a commercial point 
of view is apparent. 
Two-thirds of the 
foreign 
commerce of 
China 
passes 
through Shanghai, at the month of the 
Yang-tse, which is the Mississippi river 
of China. 
The Yang-tse extends west- 
wardly from the Pacific to the extreme 
boundary of the empire proper and pen­ 
etrates an extremely fertile, productive 
and densely populated area. 
Next in importance to Shanghai, 
from a commercial point of view, are 
Canton and the British possession of 
Hongkong, which is adjacent to Can­ 
ton, both of them being practically at 
the mouth of the W est river, which is 
also an extremely im portant waterway 
and route of commerce to the interior. 
A recent edict by the Chinese govern­ 
ment adds greatly to the importance of 
these two rivers. 
This edict permits 
foreign steam vessels to ply on the 
navigable waters of practically all in­ 
land streams, this privilege being ex­ 
tended to small steam vessels, which 
may go to the head of navigation in all 
treaty port provinces. 
Another edict 
recently issued permits foreigners to 
visit all parts of the empire for business 
or trade purposes. 
The importance of these three agree- 
nients, by which the commerce of the 
^ang-ts» ^ and West river valley s re- 
niains open to all nations desiring to 
compete for it, by which foreign steam 
Vf.ssels may penetrate for business pur­ 
poses to the head of navigation on these 
and other streams, carry ing with them 
foreigners for pleasure or business pur- 
poses, and by which foreign manufac- 
tnres and the machinery which makes 
them are much more freely admitted 
than formerly , can scarcely be over­ 
rated. Commenting on the rapid devel­ 
opment of events in China, the publica­ 
tion of the bureau of statistics say s:

been somewhat modified, however, by 
the commercial 
treaty ). 
While ’the 
China-Japan treaty specificallv confer­ 
red these privileges only on Japanese 
subjects, they at once became applicable 
to the subjects of other nations having 
full treaty relations with China under 
the ‘most favored nntion’ principle. 
“ The promjit result of this was a 
movement from all parts of the busi­ 
ness world in the direction of China 
and the establishment of business and 
manufacturing industries not only in 
the old treaty ports, but in the new 
ones which were opened by the Japa­ 
nese treaty and by .Mibseqneiit action oi 
the Chinese government. This was fol­ 
lowed by other evidences of a disposi­ 
tion to adopt modern methods. 
The 
railroad from Peking to Tien-tsin was 
quickly completed by the Chinese gov­ 
ernment, and agreements were made 
looking to th 3 construction by foreign 
capital of other lines thousands of miles 
in length; telegraphs were extended, 
electric roads and lights introduced in 
the principal cities, mining and mann- 
factnring concessions freely granted; 
the West river, which penetrates south­ 
ern China from Canton westward, was 
opened to commerce, and finally per­ 
mission was given for small steamboats 
to penetrate to the interior limits of 
navigation on all the rivers of the prov­ 
inces containing treaty ports. 
The ef­ 
fect of this is already seen in the estab­ 
lishment 
of 
factories and business 
bouses, the construction of railroad.s, 
the. extension and multiplication of 
steam navigation lines and the opening 
of mines in the great sections where 
the iron and coal deposits are .said to be 
the greatest in the known world.”

Lew B. Lee Ank« Fo r Gnldanee ’In the 
So mmer« Trial at Frankfo rt, K>. 
The incident of the other day ’s pro­ 
ceedings in the Sommers trial at Frank­ 
fort, Ky ., was the unusual act of Juror 
Lew B. Lee, a sanctified Methodist, in 
pray ing loudly to the Almighty to di­ 
rect the actions of himself and his fel­ 
low jurors in the straight and narrow 
path in arriving at a verdict. 
The 
pray er was made shortly after the case 
was given to the jury at 9 :25 o’clock 
in the morning. 
The room to w’hich the jury retired 
to make its verdict is directly over the 
courtroom in which the trial was held, 
in the second story of the courthouse. 
The jury had retired hut a few m in­ 
utes, and Judge Cantrill was hearing 
the motions of attorney s in the court­ 
room below, when loud shouting was 
heard. It disturbed the court, and Sher- 
iif Suter was directed to see what was 
the matter. 
Supposing that the shout­ 
ing came from the county jail, which 
is close by , the sheriff rushed in that 
direction, followed by a crowd from the 
courthouse. 
When he got outside, he 
discovered whence the noise came. 
He 
ran up the stairs to the jury room and 
found Lee standing in the midst of his 
fellow jurors, with ey es and arms up­ 
lifted, and calling londly on the Lord 
to direct the action of the jury . 
Those close enough to hear his words 
say that Lee called upon the Almighty 
to look down upon the jurors assembled 
and direct them in the proper course to 
be pursued in reaching their verdict. 
He pray ed that they be shown the case 
in its true light, that they might do 
nothing that would injure an innocent 
man. 
He reminded his fellow jurors 
that they would have to meet all of the 
parties to the case in the world to 
come, and they should govern them­ 
selves so as not to be reproached then. 
Juror Lee closed by say ing that he felt 
that the Lord would direct him in the 
case. 
Lee is a reputable farmer of Frank­ 
lin county . He has served a number of 
times as a juror in the Franklin circuit j 
court, blit never before pray ed openly | 
in the jury room. 
He is said to be an 
earnest believer in the sanctification 
idea. After deliberating the entire day 
the jury reported that it was unable to 
reach a verdict.— Louisville Courier-

Recent 
statements indicating 
an 
agreement between the English and Rus­ 
sian governments touching their future 
(corse with reference to the trade of 
certain sections of China lend interest 
t0 a publication just issued by the 
treasury bureau of statistics entitled 
“Commercial China In 1899.” This 
document, as its name indicates, pre­ 
sents a dareful survey of present com­ 
mercial conditions in China, showing 
the 9itnation of railway lines, naviga­ 
ble waterways now opened to the com­ 
merce of the world, the treaty ports, 
which are the commercial doorways of 
China, and steamship and cable lines. 
The imports and experts in the last 
quarter of a century are shown in de­ 
tail. w ith the growth of demand for 
each of the important articles, the 
principal countries from which they 
have been drawn, and the growth of 
the commerce between China and the 
United States, especially the sales by 
the people of the United States to those 
of China. 
A part of this publication which dis­ 
cusses the commerce of the Yang-tse- 
Kiang and West river valleys is of 
special interest because of the recently 
published assertion that an agreement 
has been made between the British and 
Russian governments by which Russia 
confines her commercial ambitions, for 
the present at least, in northern China. 
The valleys of the Yang-tse-Kiang 
and West river, which occupy central 
and southern China, are shown by this 
report to be the great commercial sec­ 
tion of the empire, and their impor­ 
tance has been greatly increased by re­ 
cent events. 
One of these is an agree­ 
ment by the Chinese government that 
no section of the Yang-tse valley shall 
be “alienated” to any foreign govern­ 
ment so far as relates to trade privi­ 
leges, while another of equal impor­ 
tance is the opening of the West river 
to the commerce of all nations, free from 
any “ alienation” or special privileges 
to any. 
That the Yang-tse and West river 
valleys are by far the most important 
part cf China from a commercial point 
of view is apparent. 
Two-thirds of the 
foreign commerce of 
China 
passes 
through Shanghai, at the mouth of the 
Yang-tse, which is the Mississippi river 
of China. The Yang-tse extends west­ 
wardly from the Pacific to the extreme 
boundary of the empire proper and pen­ 
etrates an extremely fertile, productive 
and densely populated area. 
Next in importance to Shanghai, 
from a commercial point of view, are 
Canton and the British possession of 
Hongkong, which is adjacent to Can­ 
ton, both of them being practically at 
the mouth of the West river, which is 
also an extremely important waterway 
and route of commerce to the interior. 
A recent edict by the Chinese govern­ 
ment addsjgreatly to the importance of 
these two rivers. 
This edict permits 
foreign steam vessels to ply on the 
navigable waters of practically all in­ 
land streams, this privilege being ex­ 
tended to small steam vessels, which 
may go to the head of navigation in all 
treaty port provinces. 
Another edict 
recently issued permits foreigners to 
visit all parts of the empire for business 
or trade purposes. 
The importance of these three agree­ 
ments, by which the commerce of the 
^ang-ts»* and W est river valleys re­ 
mains open to all nations desiring to 
compete for it, by which foreign steam 
vessels may penetrate for business pur­ 
poses to the head of navigation on these 
and other streams, carrying with them 
foreigners for pleasure or business pur­ 
poses, and by which foreign manufac­ 
tures and the machinery which makes 
them are much more freely admitted 
than formerly, can scarcely be over­ 
rated. Commenting on the rapid devel- 
pment of events in China, thepublica- 
tton of the bureau of statistics says: 
“ The more rapid development of the 
privileges of foreigners in China and of 
lhe introduction of modern commercial 
methods dates from the treaty of Shi- 
monoseki, made between China and 
■‘pan in 1895. at the close of the war 
‘ tween those nations, and followed by 
a commercial treaty in 1896. The im ­ 
portant features of these treaties were 
at they opened the waters of theprin- 
•prii rivers and canals to the citizens 
other nations, giving foreigners the 
8 t to purchase goods or produce in 
l 6 lnterior of China, to rent ware- 
®n8e8 without the payment of special 
i Xe.® ®r. exactions and to engage freely 
^ all kinds of m anufacturing indus- 
llle®.l n *he treaty ports; also to import 
stir I 
°^. rnachinery, paying only the 
O ra te d import duties thereon, and 
Chi 
* ^n^foctored by them in 
‘ na paying only such inland transit 
s as are leviable on imported mer­ 


chandise (the latter provision Having 
been somewhat modified, however, by 
the commercial 
treaty). 
W hile the 
China-Japan treaty specifically confer­ 
red these privileges only on Japanese 
subjects, they at once became applicable 
to the subjects of other nations having 
full treaty relations with China under 
the ‘most favored nation* principle. 
The prompt result of this was a 
movement from all parts of the busi­ 
ness world in the direction of China 
and the establishment of business and 
m anufacturing industries not only in 
the old treaty ports, hut in the new 
ones which were opened by the Japa­ 
nese treaty and by subsequent action oi 
the Chinese government. This was fol­ 
lowed by other evidences of a disposi­ 
tion to adopt modern methods. 
The 
railroad from Peking to Tien-tsin was 
quickly completed by the Chinese gov­ 
ernm ent, and agreements were made 
looking to th ? construction by foreign 
capital of other lines thousands of miles 
in length; telegraphs were extended, 
electric roads and lights introduced in 
the principal cities, m ining and m anu­ 
facturing concessions freely gran ted ; 
the W est river, which penetrates south­ 
ern China from Canton westward, was 
opened to commerce, and finally per­ 
mission was given for small steamboats 
to penetrate to the interior lim its of 
navigation on all the rivers of the prov­ 
inces containing treaty ports. 
The ef­ 
fect of this is already seen in the estab­ 
lishm ent 
of 
factories and business 
houses, the construction of railroads, 
th e . extension and m ultiplication of 
Bteam navigation lines and the opening 
of mines in the great sections where 
the iron and coal deposits are said to be 
the greatest in the known w orld.” 


A JURYMAN’S PRAYER. 


Lew B. Lee Asks For Guidance 'in the 
Sommer* Trial at Frankfort, Ky. 
The incident of the other day’s pro 
ceedings in the Sommers trial at F rank­ 
fort, Ky., was the unusual act of Ju ro r 
Lew B. Lee, a sanctified M ethodist, in 
praying loudly to the Alm ighty to di­ 
rect the actions of himself and his fel­ 
low jurors in the straight aud narrow 
path in arriving a t a verdict. 
The 
prayer was made shortly after the case 
was given to the jury at 9:25 o’clock 
in the morning. 
The room to which the jury retired 
to make its verdict is directly over the 
courtroom in which the trial was beld, 
in the second story of the courthouse. 
The jury had retired but a few m in­ 
utes, and Judge C antrill was bearing 
the motions of attorneys in the court­ 
room below, when loud shouting was 
heard. It disturbed the court, and Sher­ 
iff Suter wTas directed to see w hat was 
the m atter. 
Supposing that the shout­ 
ing came from the county jail, which 
is close by, the sheriff rushed in that 
direction, followed by a crowd from the 
courthouse. 
W hen he got outside, he 
discovered whence the noise came. 
He 
ran up the stairs to the jury room and 
found Lee standing in the m idst of his 
fellow jurors, w ith eyes and arm s up­ 
lifted, and calling loudly on the Lord 
to direct the action of the jury. 
Those close enough to hear his words 
say th at Lee called upon the Alm ighty 
to look down upon the jurors assembled 
and direct them in the proper course to 
be pursued in reaching their verdict. 
He prayed that they be shown the case 
in its true light, th at they m ight do 
nothing th at would injure an innocent 
man. 
He reminded his fellow jurors 
th at they would have to m eet all of the 
parties to the case in the world to 
come, and they should govern them ­ 
selves so as not to he reproached then. 
Juror Lee closed by saying th at he felt 
th at the Lord would direct him in the 
case. 
Lee is a reputable farm er of F rank­ 
lin county. He has served a num ber of 
tim es as a juror in the Franklin circuit 
court, but never before prayed openly 
in the jury room. 
He is said to be an 
earnest believer in the sanctification 
idea. A fter deliberating the entire day 
the jury reported that it was unable to 
reach a verdict. — Louisville Courier- 
Jou rn a I.

the impetus of this boom Mr. Frick 
continned to bny coke ovens and coal 
lands until in 1883 his firm had 3,000 
acres of coal land and 1,026 coke ovena 
It was in that y ear that Carnegie Bros. 
& Co. (limited) became partners in the 
firm of H. C. Frick & Co. 
The success of the firm from 1882 nn 
til 1890 was phenomenal, and it is gen 
erally acknowledged that it was in the 
greatest degree due to the energy and 
push of Mr. Frick himself. In 1890 the 
corporation owned and controlled 35,- 
000 acres of coal lands, 43 of the 80 
coke plants in the region, with an ag­ 
gregate of 10.046 ovens, three water 
plants with a pnmping capacity of 
6,000,000 gallons daily , 35 miles of rail­ 
road and 1.200 cars. 
Eleven thousand 
men were on the pay rolls of the com­ 
pany then. 
On the death of David A. Stewart, 
in December, 1888, Andrew Carnegie 
offered Mr. Frick an interest in the firms 
of Carnegie Bros. & Co. and Carnegie, 
Phipps & Co., which Mr. Frick accept­ 
ed and paid for. 
He was at onoe made 
chairman of the directors of Carnegie 
Bros. & Co. 
As an opponent of labor 
onions Mr. Frick earned the everlast­ 
ing hatred of the Amalgamated associa­ 
tion. 
When he was put at the head of 
all of the Carnegie steel interests, the 
Amalgamated association felt that the 
fight for its life had come, and in J une, 
1892, came the bloody Homestead riots. 
It was a time of great political ex­ 
citement, and the Republican party 
managers brought the greatest influ­ 
ence to bear on Mr. Frick to get him to 
agree to the terms demanded by the 
men. 
On that occasion he showed the 
strongest trait of his character by say ­ 
ing: “ If the president of the United 
States and his entire cabinet and the 
Republican 
national committee and 
Andrew Carnegie in person should come 
to me and sue for peace, I would not 
y ield one inch in this matter. 
I shall 
fight it out if it takes all summer and 
all winter and every dollar I have in 
the world.” 
And he kept his word. 
He was deaf 
to all entreaty . 
The only question he 
would consider was how to defeat the 
strikers. 
He thought of nothing else, 
even after the anarchist, Berkman, had 
shot him and he was upon a bed from 
which it was feared he never wonld 
rise. The bloody battle of Homestead, 
when the state troops were called ont 
to protect the Carnegie works and in 
which so many lives were lost, did 
swerve Mr. Frick in bis purpose. 
He 
fought the stiike out and won it.

N ew York , May 13.—Former Gov ­ 
ernor Roswell P. Flower died at the 
Eastport Country club, at Eastport, L. 
I. 
Mr. Flower was taken ill with a se­ 
v ere attack of acute indigestion. Symp­ 
toms of heart failure superv ened and 
he grew steadily worse until the time 
of his death. 
Ro.swell Pettibone Flower was born 
in Theresfl, Jefferson county, N. Y., 
Aug. 7, 18^5.5. 
He worked with his 
brothers on two farms his 
mother 
owned, and sjient his time between 
school sessions in the hardest kind of 
labor. 
He became deputy postmaster of 
Watertown, N. Y., in 1853 and kept his 
place six pears. Then he became a part­ 
ner in the jewelry firm of Hitchcoc^k & 
Flower, bought out his partner at the 
end of two years and continued in the 
business until 1869. 
Mr. Flower ciune to New York in that 
year to take charge of the estate of 
Henry Keep, wliose widow was Mrs. 
Hower’s sister. 
Mr. Flower formed, in 187 0, the firm 
of Bt nedict, Flower & Co., in which he 
joined E. O. I3euedict and H. H. Tru­ 
man. 
This iirm was dissolv ed in 187 2, 
when Mr. Flower was ill for sev eral 
months. Not long afterward he orgaii- 
iziKi the hiinking firm of Flower & Co., 
which has since been a jxiwer in Wall 
street. 
Mr. Flower always was a 
Democrat. 
In tin* < arly sev enties he 
heljyed Samuel J. Tihien to dev elop the 
famous 
organization 
which exposed 
Tweed and enjoyed many other tri­ 
umphs. 
Mr. Flower was chosen chairm an of 
the DemocTdtic state committee in 187 7 , 
and in 1881 he defeated William W al­ 
dorf Astor for congress after a hot 
campaign in the Elev enth district. He 
refused a reuomination. He was elected 
gov ernor of the state in 1891. 
In the cholera epidemic in the late 
summer of 1892, thousands of passen­ 
gers arriv ing from Europe were quar- 
autmeKi on shipboard down the b ^ . As 
an emergency measure Gov ernor ITower 
bought with his own money the Fire

His father was a farmer in moder­ 
ate circumstances who lived in West 
Overton, Pa. With nothing but a com­ 
mon school education young Frick went 
to work as a dry goods clerk, but soon 
gave that up to become a bookkeeper 
in the distillery owned by his grandfa­ 
ther at Bradford, Pa. 
This took young Frick into the very 
heart of the coke region. Although he 
was but 21 years of age then, he had 
developed the habit of accumulating 
money and saved most of his earnings. 
He took a great interest in the manu­ 
facture of coke, studied the process and 
made up his mind that he would some 
day go into the business. At this time, 
too, he was a close student of the labor 
situation in the coal and coke regions. 
I A short time after passing his majority 
Prick and two other young men scraped 
up money enough between them to buy 
800 acres of land and 50 coke ovens.

He was at once made 
chairman of the directors of Carnegie 
Bros. & Co. 
As an opponent of labor 
unions Mr. Frick earned the everlast 
ing hatred of the Amalgamated associa 
tion. 
When he was put at the head o 
all of the Carnegie steel interests, the 
j Amalgamated association felt that the 
1 fight for its life had come, and in June, 
1892, came the bloody Homestead riots. 
It was a tim e of great political ex­ 
citement, and the Republican party 
managers brought the greatest influ­ 
ence to bear on Mr. Frick to get him to 
agree to the terms demanded by the 
men. 
On that occasion he showed the 
strongest trait of his character by say­ 
ing: “ If the president of the United 
States and his entire cabinet and the 
Republican 
national committee and 
Andrew Carnegie in person should come 
to me and sue for peace, I would not 
yield one inch in this matter. 
I shall 
fight it out if it takes all summer and 
all w inter and every dollar I have in 
the world. ” 
And he kept his word. 
He was deaf 
to all entreaty. 
The only question he 
would consider was how to defeat the 
strikers. 
He thought of nothing else, 
even after the anarchist, Berkman, had 
shot him and he was upon a bed from 
which it was feared he never would 
rise. The bloody battle of Homestead, 
when the state troops were called out 
to protect the Carnegie works and in 
which so many lives were lost, did not 
swerve Mr. Frick in bis purpose. 
He 
fought the strike out and won it.

N e w Y o r k , May 13.—Former Gov­ 
ernor Roswell P. Flower died at the 
Eastport Country club, at Eastport, L. 
I. Mr. Flower was taken ill with a se­ 
vere attack of acute indigestion. Symp­ 
toms of heart failure supervened and 
he grew steadily worse until the time 
of his death. 
Roswell Pettibone Flower was born 
in Theres*, Jefferson county, N. Y., 
Aug. 7, 1835. 
He worked with his 
brothers on two farms his 
mother 
owned, and spent his time between 
school sessions in the hardest kind of 
labor. 
He became deputy postmaster of 
Watertown, N. Y., in 1853 and kept his 
place six pears. Then he became a part­ 
ner in the jewelry firm of Hitchcock & 
Flower, bought out his partner a,t the 
end of two years and continued in the 
business until 1869. 
Mr. Flower came to New York in that 
year to take charge of the estate of 
Henry Keep, whose widow was Mrs. 
Flower’s sister. 
Mr. Flower formed, in 1870, the firm 
of Benedict, Flower & Co., in which he 
joined E. C. Benedict and H. H. Tru­ 
man. This firm was dissolved in 1872, 
when Mr. blower was ill for several 
months. Not long afterward he organ­ 
ized the banking firm of Flower & Co., 
which has since been a power in Wall 
street. 
Mr. Flower always was a 
Democrat . 
In the < arly seventies he 
helped Samuel J. Tilden to develop the 
famous 
organization 
which exposed 
Tweed and enjoyed many other tri­ 
umphs. 
Mr. Flower was chosen chairm an of 
the Democratic state committee in 1877, 
and in 1881 he defeated William W al­ 
dorf Astor for congress after a hot 
campaign in the Eleventh district. He 
refused a renomination. He was elected 
governor of the state in 1891. 
In the cholera epidemic in the late 
summer of 1892, thousands of passen­ 
gers arriving from Europe were quar­ 
antined on shipboard down the bay. As 
an emergency measure Governor Flower 
bought with his own money the Fire

Aa the head of the greatest industrial 
trust in the world—namely, the new 
steel combine recently formed at Tren­ 
ton—Henry Clay Frick becomes a man 
of universal interest. He would be bet­ 
ter satisfied if it were not so, for while 
Mr. Frick is consumed with ambition 
to accomplish tremendous results in the 
commercial and financial world he in­ 
tensely dislikes having public attention 
called to him. 
Mr. Frick is 50 years old, having 
been born in 1849 in Fayette county, 
Pa. His father was a farmer in moder­ 
ate circumstances who lived in West 
Overton, Pa. With nothing but a com­ 
mon school education young Frick went 
to work as a dry goods clerk, bnt soon 
gave that up to become a bookkeeper 
in the distillery owned by his grandfa­ 
ther at Bradford, Pa. 
This took yonng Frick into the very 
heart of the coke region. Althongh be 
was bat 21 years of age then, he had 
developed the habit of accumulating 
money and saved most of his earnings. 
He took a great interest in the manu­ 
facture of coke, studied the process and 
made up his mind that be would some 
day go into the business. At this time, 
too, he was a close student of the labor 
situation in the coal and coke regions 
A short time after passing bis majority 
Frick and two other yonng men scraped 
ap money enough between them to bay 
800 acres of land and 50 coke ovens 
They began to manufacture coke under 
the firm name of Frick A Co. Frick 
succeeded so well in the coke bnsiness 
that within four years he increased bis 
ovens from 50 to IOO. The coke bnsi­ 
ness kept on booming at a great rate 
nntil 3,078 ovens bad been built in the 
region. 
Then came the panic of 1873. 
The 
price of pig iron declined enormously, 
th* price of coke fell in sympathy, and 
everybody wanted to get oat of the coke 
bnsiness 
Not so with Mr. Frick. 
He 
invested every dollar that he had or 
could raise in purchasing the coke prop­ 
erties and ovens which others were so 
ready to sell at low prices All through 
the panic he kept his ovens going. 
In 
1876 he separated from his old partners 
and took E. M. Ferguson as a new part­ 
ner. 
Real success came to this new 
film in 1879, when there came an un­ 
precedented demand for coke, and prices 
went up about $1 to $5 a ton. 
Under 
the impetna of this boom Mr. Frick 
continued to bay coke ovens and coal 
lands until in 1882 his firm had 3,000 
acres of coal land and 1,026 coke ovens 
It was in that year that Carnegie Bros 
A Co. (limited) became partners in the 
firm of H. C. Frick A Co. 
The success of the firm from 1882 un­ 
til 1890 was phenomenal, and it is gen­ 
erally acknowledged that it was in the 
greatest degree due to the energy and 
push of Mr. Frick himself. In 1890 the 
corporation owned and controlled 35,- 
000 acres of coal lands, 42 of the 80 
coke plants in the region, with an ag­ 
gregate of 10,046 ovens, three water 
plants with a pumping capacity of 
5,000,000 gallons daily, 85 miles of rail­ 
road and 1,200 cars Eleven thousand 
men were on the pay rolls of the com­ 
pany then. 
On the death of David A. Stewart, 
in December, 1888, Andrew Carnegie 
offered Mr. Frick an interest in the firms 
of Carnegie Bros. A Co. and Carnegie, 
Phipps A Co., which Mr. Frick accept­ 
ed and paid for. He was at once made 
chairman of the directors of Carnegie 
Bros. & Co. 
As an opponent of labor 
unions Mr. Frick earned the everlast­ 
ing hatred of the Amalgamated associa­ 
tion. 
When he was put at the head of 
all of the Carnegie steel interests, the 
Amalgamated association felt that the 
fight for its life had come, and in Jane, 
1892, came the bloody Homestead riots. 
It was a time of great political ex­ 
citement, and the Republican party 
managers brought the greatest influ­ 
ence to bear on Mr. Frick to get him to 
agree to the terms demanded by the 
men. 
On that occasion he showed the 
strongest trait of his character by say­ 
ing: “ If the president of the United 
States and his entire cabinet and the 
Republican 
national committee and 
Audrew Carnegie in person should come 
to me and sue for peace, I would not 
yield one inch in this matter. 
I shall 
fight it out if it takes all summer and 
all winter and every dollar I have in 
the world.” 
And he kept his word. 
He was deaf 
to all entreaty. 
The only question he 
would consider was how to defeat the 
strikers. 
He thought of nothing else, 
even after the anarchist, Berkman, had 
shot him and he was upon a bed from 
which it was feared he never would 
rise. 
The bloody battle of Homestead, 
when the state troops were called out 
to protect the Carnegie works and in 
which so many lives were lost, did not 
swerve Mr. Frick in his purpose. 
He 
fought the strike out aud won it.

Nobody can base a sensible estimate 
on a statement of condition which takes 
no account of the acreage of w inter 
wheat killed and abandoned. The best 
that can be said is that worse returns 
were expected in both markets, so that 
the government report had practically 
no influence.

N e w Y o r k , May 13.—Former Gov­ 
ernor Roswell P. Flower died at the 
Eastport Country club, at Eastport, L. 
I. Mr. Flower was taken ill with a se­ 
vere attack of acute indigestion. Symp­ 
toms of heart failure supervened and 
he grew steadily worse until the time 
of his death. 
Roswell Pettibone Flower was born 
in Theresa, Jefferson county, N. Y., 
Aug. 7, 1835. 
He worked with his 
brothers on two farms his 
mother 
owned, aud spent his time between 
school sessions in the hardest kind of 
labor. 
He became deputy postmaster of 
Watertown, N. Y., in 1853 and kept his 
place six pears. Then he became a part­ 
ner in the jewelry firm of Hitchcock & 
Flower, bought out his partner at the 
end of two years and continued in the 
business until 1869. 
Mr. Flower came to New York in that 
year to take charge of the estate of 
Henry Keep, whose widow was Mrs. 
Flower’s sister. 
Mr. Flower formed, in 1870, the firm 
of Benedict, Flower & Co., in which he 
joined E. C. Benedict and H. H. Tru­ 
man. 
This firm was dissolved in 1872, 
when Mr. Flower was ill for several 
months. Not long afterward he organ­ 
ized the banking firm of Flower & Co., 
which has since been a power in Wall 
street. 
Mr. Flower always was a 
Democrat. 
In tin* • arly seventies he 
helped Samuel J. Tilden to develop the 
famous 
organization 
which exposed 
Tweed and enjoyed many other tri­ 
umphs. 
Mr. Flower was chosen chairm an of 
the Democratic state committee in 1877, 
and in 1881 he defeated William W al­ 
dorf Astor for congress after a hot 
campaign in the Eleventh district. 
He 
refused a renomination. He was elected 
governor of the state in 1891. 
In the cholera epidemic in the late 
summer of 1892, thousands of passen­ 
gers arriving from Europe were quar­ 
antined on shipboard down the bay. As

R e a p i n g , Pa., May 13.—A collision 
of passenger trains occurred on the 
Philadelphia and Reading railroad at 
Exeter, about six miles south of this 
and a great number of persons 
killed and injured.

writing. Thirty-four were known to 
be killed. Fully 50 others were injured. 
An extra train carrying many of the 
excursionists from the H artranft monu­ 
ment unveiling, who were unable to gel 
Beats in the regular train, where some 
managed to secure seats, crashed into 
the regular train, which had stopped at 
Exeter. 
United States Senator Bois Penrose 
aud General E. Burd Grubb were pas­ 
sengers in the Pullman car of the 
wrecked train. 
The rear end of the car 
4n which they were riding was crushed 
and the two gentlemen, though badly 
6haken up, were uninjured. 
Three of the rear cars of the express 
were telescoped and the first car of the 
extra train was also wrecked. The 
(passengers in these cars were terribly 
m anghd, many being killed outright 
while others had limbs maimed.

H a r r isb u r g , May 13.—Major Isaac 
Brown, deputy secretary of internal af­ 
fairs, at the unveiling of the esquestriau 
statue to Major General John F. Hart- 
rauft, paid an eloquent tribute to the 
hero of Fort Stedman. 
He paid high tribute to General H art­ 
ranft as a soldier and statesman. Major 
Brown served nuder Hartranft. Refer­ 
ring to the crowning military event of 
General H artranft’s career, his capture 
of Fort Stedman, he said: 
“ In the fortunes of war it fell to 
H artranft to meet, check and repulse 
the last grand offensive movement of 
Lee’s army iii Northern Virginia. 
The 
Confederate General Gordon, under the 
cover of darkness, on that early March 
morning in 1865, moved on Fort Sted­ 
man and adjacent fortifications, killing, 
wounding,' capturing or driving pre­ 
cipitately the troops that occupied them. 
Orders were heralded from headquar­ 
ters for H artranft to immediately recap­ 
ture Fort Stedman. 
The movement 
was about to begin when the order di­ 
recting a delay was received. H artranft 
knew the time for him to move had ar­ 
rived, and he disregarded the delay 
orders. He was lauded by corps and 
arm y commanders, by congress and by 
the ‘president, and was immediately 
brevetted a major general of volun 
tjoors* * * 
The statue was designed by F. Well 
ington Ruckstuhl of New York, aud is 
regarded as one of the most artistic and 
lifelike equestrian statues in this coun­ 
try. 
It represents General H artranft 
returning from war receiving the plau­ 
dits of the people. 
The monument was 
erected last November, but owing to 
the absence of 
many 
Pennsylvania 
troops, because of the Spanish-American 
war, the unveiling ceremonies were 
postponed. 
The exercises opened with music by 
the Carlisle Indian band. Miss Leonora 
Embick, who unveiled the statue, is 
daughter of ex-Representative 
Embick of Boiling Springs 
of the H artranft division. 
The statue was presented to the state 
by Dr. J. E. VanCamp of Carlisle, aud 
was received in a short speech by Gov­ 
ernor Stone. 
The ceremonies closed 
with music by the Steelton baud. 
A telegram was received by the re­ 
ception committee from Major General 
Miles, saving that on account of offi­ 
c ia l business at Washington he would 
be unable to come to Harrisburg. 
After the ceremonies in Capitol park 
the procession formed with General 
Levi A. Dodd of Baltimore as duet 
marshal, and General J. P. Brooke of 
Lewistown as chief of staff. The re­ 
viewing party included Governor Rod 
Mrs. Stone, Mrs. Hartranft and family. 
Secretary Alger, Postmaster General 
Smith, Adjutant General Corbin, Mrs. 
Levi A. Dodd of Baltimore, Major Gen­ 
eral Gregg of Reading, aud members ot 
the senate and house of representatives. 
There were over 3,000 men iii line. 
The first division was composed of sur­ 
vivors of the Fifty-first, Two H un­ 
dredth, Two Hundred and bifth, Two 
Hundred and Eighth, Two Hundred 
aud Ninth aud Two Hundred and Elev­ 
enth regiments, Pennsylvania volun­ 
teers, The second division was com­ 
posed of the Ninth immunes in com­ 
mand of Colonel Crane; the First, Sev­ 
enth aud Eleventh regimen ts of the 
national guard.

HEADS AND RACE TRAITS. 


S c ie n t ia l* A re ram m in g; an I n t e r e s t ­ 
in g L in e o f Stu dy. 
Dr. C. C. ( ’lesson of Harvard, a grad­ 
uate in sociology, is at Stanford uni­ 
versity, in San Francisco, Cal., meas­ 
uring the heads of the students in the 
gymnasium in an effort to determine 
what influence the shape of the human 
head has on race movements and devel­ 
opments. 
He takes tile length and 
breath of the skull and asks questions 
about the occupation, character, health 
and movements of the student’s ances­ 
tors. 
Dr. Closson is one of a new school of 
scientists in anthropology who have 
taken up this unique line of investiga­ 
tion. Interest in the matter originated 
from the report of a commission organ­ 
ized in the grand duchy of 
Baden 
under the direction of La Pouge, to 
obtain a scientific description of the 
population. 
The scientists found there was a dif­ 
ference between jtlie shape of the heads 
of the urban and the rural population. 
The large majority of the latter were 
short or bread headed, the former long 
or 
narrow 
headed. 
As the latter, 
which is the north European type, is 
the more energetic, nervous and m i­ 
gratory, the theory was advanced that 
the difference in head shape might ac­ 
count for the movements of men and 
nations. 
The Baden commission examined 20, 
OOO persons. 
It found that the mass of 
the upper class and most of those who 
moved from the country into the city 
were of the long headed type and that 
this type of men dwell chiefly in the 
north of Europe, which has taken more 
than its share in the migratory move­ 
ment to the United States. In the south 
of Germany and France the broad head­ 
ed type predominated. 
Dr. Sargent of Harvard has made ex­ 
amination in the gymnasium there, and 
Dr. Ripley has carried on similar in 
vestigations at the Massachusetts Insti 
tute of Technology and at Columbia 
Dr. Closson first examined the German 
French and Swiss inhabitants of Los 
Angeles a od found that the large ma 
jority of them were long headed. 
It is 
said that every test has strengthened 
the theory of the scientists.—Special 
Philadelphia Press.

T H R E E STORY SCHOOLS. 
Public opinion is opposed to the erec­ 
tion or use of three story school build­ 
ings.

The cause for this con­ 
demnation is the danger in case of fire 
and the danger to the health of the 
children. 
A third story on a public 
school building is both inconvenient and 
unnecessary.

Bv this means the 
schools will be placed nearer the child­ 
ren aud overcrowding, with the addi­ 
tional danger from fire and unhealthful 
third stories, will be avoided.

The committee in charge of the Elks’ 
carnival at Youngstown has just refused 
au offer of #2,000 for the privilege of 
selling beer on the Midway aud another 
of #1,000 for the privilege of running 
games of chance on the grounds during 
the festival. The committee in refusing 
said they were desirous of furnishing 
the public with clean, healthful amuse­ 
ment and had decided to prohibit both 
the sale of liquor aud the operation of 
fakirs during the fair. 
We have been given to understand 
that the management of the East Liver­ 
pool Elks’ carnival have decided on 
about the same measures and will make 
the local festival an entertainment calcu­ 
lated to do good to the business men en­ 
gaged in legitimate business and not es­ 
pecially dedicated to the saloonkeeper 
and fakir. 
In case the projectors of the 
home carnival adhere stricrlv to this 
part of their program they will make 
thousands of friends. 


In reviewing the pottery trade for the 
week China, Glass and Lamps says : 
The pottery trade is at present in good 
condition, showing a general activity in 
all departments. 
Sanitary pottery is in 
each demand that production east and 
west has been enlarged. 
Dinner ware, 
especially in fine decorated lines is brisk, 
w hile specialties have had an unpre­ 
cedented run, in spite of the fact that 
many potteries have increased their pro­ 
duct in these lines. 
Toilet sets, which 
have always had a steady demand, have 
been improved in shape and decoration, 
and are selling now to an extent that 
w ill lead to further improvement and 
larger sales than has ever marked the 
past history of the industry. 
Art pot­ 
tery, in fine nnderglaze colors, is finding 
an increased sale, and both eastern and 
western potteries are now turning out 
goods that are largely displacing im ­ 
ported ware. Fine jardinieres, in colored 
glazes, are being made more extensively 
than ever,and some handsomely modeled 
ware in vases, jars, jugs and specialties, 
which show the influence of Brookwood, 
are now selling at prices which put them 
within the reach of a much larger class 
of buyers than was deemed possible 
some years ago. 
The building of new 
potteries shows that the pottery industry 
has reached a point of perfection where 
there is now little to fear from foreign 
competition, and no one need be sur­ 
prised if imported goods from this time 
on are more largely displaced than ever. 
These are some of the straws which 
show which way the trade winds are 
blowing in the pottery industry : 
About 
30 new kilns are being built in Ohio and 
W est Virginia. 
Of this number six will 
be erected at the Langhlin’s new plant 
in the East End ; one by the East End 
Pottery company, two by the Thompson 
Pottery company, one at the Union, six 
at the Sebring’s new plant near B eloit; 
four at the United States Pottery com­ 
pany’s plant in W ellsville; two at the 
Riverside pottery in Wheeling.

D escription o f One of th e F eatures o f th e 
C arnival. 
A description of the fountain to be 
built at the Elks’ carnival is as follows : 
The fountain proper consists of seven 
circles.

On these circles there are 350 tubes, 
controlled by 12 separate valves, ena­ 
bling the operators to obtain many com 
binations of water effects. 
The foun 
tain is surrounded by an ornamenta 
skeleton tower the floor of which is SO 
feet from 
the fountain base. 
Upon 
the top of this platform are five 4,000 
candle power lights, hidden from view 
by atificial foliage, projecting numer­ 
ous colors on the water beneath. 
From the top of the platform there is 
also suspended a pipe perforated with 
many small holes, from which is hang a 
screen, upon which pictures are thrown, 
snch as famous 
paintings, 
patriotic 
scenes aud Elks’ emblems. 
The water 
flowing from the pipe over the screen 
gives the effect of a minature Niagara 
Falls. The screen and pipe are concealed 
at the top until ready for use. 
The system of lighting a fountain 
from above gives better effect than from 
any device of lighting from below, and 
besides giving the very best results, it is 
an ornament and attraction.

course with reference to the trade of 


c e r t a in sections of China lend interest 
t0 a publication just issued by the 
treasury bureau of statistics entitled 
“Commercial China In 1899." This 
document, as its name indicates, pre­ 
sents a careful survey of present com­ 
mercial conditions in China, showing 
the situation of railway lines, naviga­ 
ble waterways now opened to the com­ 
merce of the world, the treaty ports, 
which are the commercial doorways of 
China, and steamship and cable lines. 
The imports and experts in the last 
quarter of a century are shown in de­ 
tail. with the growth of demand for 
each of the 
im portant articles, the 
principal countries from which they 
have been drawn, and the growth of 
the commerce between China and the 
United States, especially the sales by 
the people of the United States to those 
of China. 
A part of this publication which dis­ 
cusses the commerce of the Yaug-tse- 
Kiang and West river valleys is of 
special interest because of the recently 
published assertion that an agreement 
has been made between the British and 
Russian governments by which Russia 
confines her commercial ambitions, for 
the present at least, in northern China. 
The valleys of the Yang-tse-Kiang 
and West river, which occupy central 
and southern China, are shown by this 
report to be the great commercial sec­ 
tion of the empire, and their impor­ 
tance has been greatly increased by re­ 
cent events. 
One of these is an agree­ 
ment by the Chinese government that 
no section of the Yang-tse valley shall 
be “alienated” to any foreign govern­ 
ment so far as relates to trade privi­ 
leges, while another of equal impor­ 
tance is the opening of the West river 
to the commerce of all nations, free from 
any “alienation” or special privileges 
to any. 
That the Yang-tse and West river 
valleys are by far the most important 
part cf China from a commercial point 
of view is apparent. 
Two-thirds of the 
foreign 
commerce of 
China 
passes 
through Shanghai, at the mouth of the 
Yang-tse, which is the Mississippi river 
of China. 
The Yang-tse extends west­ 
wardly from the Pacific to the extreme 
boundary of the empire proper and pen­ 
etrates an extremely fertile, productive 
and densely populated area. 
Next in importance to Shanghai, 
from a commercial point of view, are 
Canton and the British possession of 
Hongkong, which is adjacent to Can­ 
ton, both of them being practically at 
the mouth of the West river, which is 
also an extremely im portant waterway 
and route of commerce to the interior. 
A recent edict by the Chinese govern­ 
ment adds greatly to the importance of 
these two rivers. 
This edict permits 
foreign steam vessels to ply on the 
navigable waters of practically all in­ 
land streams, this privilege being ex­ 
tended to small steam vessels, which 
may go to the head of navigation in all 
treaty port provinces. 
Another edict 
recently issued permits foreigners to 
visit all parts of the empire for business 
or trade purposes. 
The importance of these three agree­ 
ments, by which the commerce of the 
'ang-tst* and W est river valleys re­ 
mains open to all nations desiring to 
compete for it, by which foreign steam 
vessels may penetrate for business pur­ 
poses to the head of navigation on these ' 
and other streams, carrying with them 
alig n ers for pleasure or business pur­ 
poses, aud by which foreign manufac* 
“ires and the machinery which makes 
mein are much more freely admitted 
ouin formerly, can scarcely he over­ 
rated. Commenting on the rapid devel- 
I uieut of events in China, tbepublica- 
fain of the bureau of statistics says: 
The more rapid development of the 
l.rivilegtiH of foreigners in China and of 
: * introduction of modern commercial 
met hods dates from the treaty of Shi- 
seki, made between China aud 
at the close of the war 


cbandise (the latter provision Having 
been somewhat modified, however, by 
the commercial 
treaty). 
While the 
China-Japan treaty specifically confer­ 
red these privileges only on Japanese 
subjects, they at once became applicable 
to the subjects of other nations having 
full treaty relations with China under 
the ‘most favored nntion’ principle. 
“ The prompt result of this was a 
movement troni all parts of the busi­ 
ness world in the direction of China 
and the establishment of business and 
manufacturing industries not only in 
the old treaty ports, but in the new 
ones which were opened by the Japa­ 
nese tieaty and by su bsequ en t action 01 
the Chinese government. This was fol­ 
lowed by other evidences of a disposi­ 
tion to adopt modern methods. 
The 
railroad from Peking to Tien-tsin was 
quickly completed by the Chinese gov­ 
ernment, and agreements were made 
looking to th3 construction by foreign 
capital of other lines thousands of miles 
in length; telegraphs were extended, 
electric roads and lights introduced in 
the principal cities, mining and m anu­ 
facturing concessions freely granted; 
the West river, which penetrates south­ 
ern China from Canton westward, was 
opened to commerce, and finally per­ 
mission was given for small steamboats 
to penetrate to the interior lim its of 
navigation on all the rivers of the prov­ 
inces containing treaty ports. 
The ef­ 
fect of this is already seen in the estab­ 
lishment 
of 
factories and business 
houses, the construction of railroads, 
th e. extension and multiplication of 
steam navigation lines and the opening 
of mines in the great sections where 
the iron and coal deposits are said to be 
the greatest in the known world.” 


A JURYMAN’S PRAYER. 


Lew B. Lee A*k* For Guidance ’In the 
Sommer* Trial at Frankfort, Ky. 
The incident of the other day’s pro­ 
ceedings in the Sommers trial at Frank­ 
fort, Ky., was the unusual act of Juror 
Lew B. Lee, a sanctified Methodist, in 
praying loudly to the Almighty to di­ 
rect the actions of himself and his fel­ 
low jurors in the straight and narrow 
path in arriving at a verdict. 
The 
prayer was made shortly after the case 
was given to the jury at 9:25 o’clock 
in the morning. 
The room to which the jury retired 
to make its verdict is directly over the 
courtroom in which the trial was held, 
in the second story of the courthouse. 
The jury had retired but a few m in­ 
utes, and Judge C an tril was hearing 
the motions of attorneys in the court­ 
room below, when loud shouting was 
heard. It disturbed the court, and Sher­ 
iff Suter was directed to see what was 
the matter. 
Supposing that the shout­ 
ing came from the county jail, which 
is close by, the sheriff rushed in that 
direction, followed by a crowd from the 
courthouse. 
When he got outside, he 
discovered whence the noise came. 
He 
ran up the stairs to the jury room and 
found Lee standing in the midst of his 
fellow jurors, with eyee and arms up­ 
lifted, and calling loudly on the Lord 
to direct the action of the jury. 
Those close enough to hear his words 
say that Lee called upon the Almighty 
to look down upon the jurors assembled 
and direct them in the proper course to 
be pursued in reaching their verdict. 
He prayed that they be shown the case 
in its true light, that they might do 
nothing that would injure an innocent 
man. 
He reminded his fellow jurors 
that they would have to meet all of the 
parties to the case in the world to 
come, and they should govern them­ 
selves so as not to be reproached then. 
Juror Lee closed by saying that he felt 
that the Lord would direct him in the 
case. 
Lee is a reputable farmer of Frank­ 
lin county. He has served a number of 
times as a juror in the Franklin circuit 
court, but never before prayed openly 
in the jury room. 
He is said to be an 
earnest believer in the sanctification 
idea. After deliberating the entire day 
the jury reported that it was unable to 
reach a verdict.— Louisville Courier- 
JournaL

The 
covenants of God with man practically 
partake of the same characteristics. 
It 
is obvious, however, that in any cove­ 
nant between God and man God must 
make the initial movement. God agrees 
or pledges Himself to do certain things 
dependent upon certain action by man. 
In the covenant of works He promised 
man eternal life on condition of perfect 
obedience. In the covenant of grace He 
promises to man eternal life, dependent 
upon m an’s faith in Christ. God s cove­ 
nant has been essentially the same in 
all ages, though its form has been con­ 
stantly changing to suit the changed 
conditions of human life. 
At one time 
it was the promise of the woman’s seed ; 
to Noah the promise of forbearance: to 
the patriarchs the promise of a son; to 
Moses the premise of a prophet; to the 
monarchy the promise of a king; to 
Isaiah the promise of a suffering serv­ 
ant, and then at last in Christ all form s 
men realized. The incarnate son of God 
was the woman’s seed, Abraham’s son. 
David’s royal child and successor and 
Jehovah’s servant. 
Thus God always 
has and always will keep his covenant. 
But we also may covenant with God. 
W e may make solemn and sacred pledges 
to God that we will perform certain 
duties in life. 
Every Endeavorer has 
made a covenant with God. 
The F.n- 
deavorer s covenant is the Christian 
Endeavor pledge. God’s attitude toward 
His covenant with us should decide for 
us our attitude toward our covenant 
with God.

As the bead of the greatest industrial 
tru st in the w orld—namely, the new 
steel combine recently formed a t Tren- 
ton—H enry Clay Frick becomes a man 
of universal interest. He would be bet­ 
ter satisfied if it were not so, for while 
Mr. Frick is consumed w ith am bition 
to accomplish trem endous results in the 
commercial and financial world he in­ 
tensely dislikes having public attention 
called to him. 
Mr. Frick is 50 years old, having 
been born iii 1849 in Fayette county, 
Pa. His father was a farmer in moder­ 
ate circumstances who lived in West 
Overton, Pa. With nothing but a com­ 
mon school education young Frick went 
to work as a dry goods clerk, bat soon 
gave that up to become a bookkeeper 
in the distillery owned by his grandfa­ 
ther at Bradford, Pa. 
This took young Frick into the very 
heart of the coke region. 
Although he 
was but 21 years of age then, he had 
developed the habit of accumulating 
money and saved most of his earnings. 
He took a great interest in the manu­ 
facture of coke, studied the process and 
made up his mind that be would some 
day go into the business. At this time, 
too, be was a close student of the labor 
situation in the coal and coke regiona 
A short time after passing his majority 
Frick and two other young men scraped 
ap money enough between them to buy 
800 acres of land and 50 coke ovens. 
They began to manufacture coke under 
the firm name of Frick Sc Co. 
Frick 
succeeded so well in the coke business 
that within four years he increased bis 
ovens from 50 to IOO. 
The coke busi­ 
ness kept on booming at a great rate 
until 3,673 ovens bad been built in the 
region. 
Then came the panic of 1873. 
The 
price of pig iron declined enormously, 
the price of coke fell in sympathy, and 
everybody wanted to get out of the coke 
business. 
Not so with Mr. Frick. 
He 
invested every dollar that he had or 
could raise in purchasing the coke prop­ 
erties and ovens which others were so 
ready to sell at low prices. All through 
the panic he kept his ovens going. 
1876 he separated from his old partners 
and took E. M. Ferguson as a new part- 
Real success came to this new 


Mr. Frick and others were indicted 
for m anslaughter as a result of the 
Homestead riot-, but the indictm ents 
were afterw ard dismissed on the motion 
of the prosecuting officers. 
Since that 
tim e other anarchists have threatened 
to kill Mr. Frick. 
It is a fact that he 
hasbeen n rvou-on this score. 
He is

In 1890 the 
corporation owned and controlled 35,- 
000 acres of coal lands, 42 of the 80 
coke plants in the region, with an ag­ 
gregate of 10.046 ovens, three water 
plants with a pumping capacity of 
5,000,000 gallons daily, 85 miles of rail­ 
road and 1,200 cars.

On the death of David A. Stewart, 
in December, 1888, Andrew Carnegie 
offered Mr. Frick an interest in the firms 
of Carnegie Bros. Sc Co. and Carnegie, 
Phipps & Co., which Mr. Frick accept­ 
ed and paid for. 
He was at onoe made 
chairman of the directors of Carnegie 
Bros. & Co. 
As an opponent of labor 
unions Mr. Frick earned the everlast­ 
ing hatred of the Amalgamated associa­ 
tion. 
W hen he was put at the head of 
all of the Carnegie steel interests, the 


A m a l g a m a t e d association felt that the 
fight for its life bad come, and in June, 
1892, came the bloody Homestead riots. 
It was a tim e of great political ex­ 
citem ent, and the Republican party 
m anagers brought the greatest infln 
cnee to bear on Mr. Frick to get him to 
agree to the term s demanded by the 
men. 
On th at occasion he showed the 
strongest tra it of his character by say­ 
ing: “ lf the president of the United 
States and his entire cabinet and the

Andrew Carnegie in person should come 
to me aud sue for peace, I would not 
yield one inch in this m atter.

N e w Y o r k , May 13.—F en n er Gov­ 
ernor Roswell P. Flower died at the 
Eastport Country club, at Eastport, L. 
I. 
Mr. Flower was taken ill w ith a se­ 
vere attack of acute indigestion. Sym p­ 
tom s of heart failure supervened and 
he grew steadily worse until the tim e 
of his death. 
Roswell Pettibone Flow er was born 
in Theresa, Jefferson county, N. Y., 
Aug. 
7, 1835. 
He worked w ith his 
brothers oil two farm s 
his 
m other 
owued, aud spent his tim e between 
scinxd sessions in the hardest kind of 
labor. 
He became deputy postm aster of 
W atertow n, N. Y., in 1853 aud kept his 
place six pears. Then he became a part­ 
ner in the jew elry firm of Hitchcock Sc 
Flower, bought out his partner at the 
end of tw o years and continued iu the 
business until 1H69. 
Mr. Flower came to New York in that 
year to take charge of the estate of 
Henry Keep, whose widow was Mrs. 
Flow er’s sister. 
Mr. Flower formed, in 1870, the firm 
of Benedict, Flower & Co., in which he 
joined E. O. Benedict aud H. H. T ru­ 
man. 
This firm was dissolved in 1872, 
when Mr. Flower was ill for several 
months. 
Not long afterw ard he organ­ 
ized the banking firm of Flower & Co., 
which has Mace been a power in W all 
street. 
Mr. 
Flower 
alw ays 
wins a 
Democrat. 
In the early seventies he 
helped Samuel J. Tilden to develop the 
famous 
organization 
which exposed 
Tweed aud enjoyed m any other tri­ 
umphs. 
Mr. Flower was chosen chairm an of 
the Democratic state com m ittee in 1877, 
and in 1881 he defeated W illiam W al­ 
dorf Astor for congress after a hot 
campaign iu the Eleventh district. 
He 
refused a renom ination. He was elected 
governor of the state in 1891. 
In the cholera epidemic in the late 
summer of 1892, thousands of passen­ 
gers arriving from Europe were quar­ 
antined ou shipboard down the bay. As 
an emergency measure Governor Flower 
bought w ith his own money the Fire 
Tai un J Imtol in tba nam* of Aha aiato
